1991 Graduate Seminar Concludes 


The 39th annual Graduate Seminar ran 
from June 11 to August 10, 1991 with nine 
students from eight universities in atten- 
dance. This year’s visiting scholar is Roger 
Bland of the British Museum. Mr. Bland 
is a specialist in the coinage of the third 
century A.D. whose doctoral dissertation 
concerns the eastern coinages of the 
emperor Gordian III (238-244). He 
assisted in general supervision of the 


students’ work, and delivered three talks: 
“What Can the Study of Numismatics Tell 
Us? Part I: Dies, Style and Designs;”’ 
“Part II: Finds and Metrology;’’ and 
“Diocletian’s Price Edict: Problems of 
Reconciling the Literary Evidence and the 

Objects.’’ 
This year’s seminar included two in- 
novations, one major, one minor. The first

involved demonstrating the operation of an 
ancient mint as part of the opening lecture; 
Guilford and Leslie Beer Tobey talked 
about their experiments in replicating an- 
cient mint techniques and led the students 
through actual manufacture of coins as 
part of the talk regularly given by Mr. 
Metcalf on numismatic terms and 
methods. The second involved reducing 
that presentation to a written text, which 
was prepared under Metcalf’s supervision 
by all members of the curatorial staff. The 
hope is that a fairly tedious lecture can be 
made more palatable and meaningful 
through illustrating many aspects of the 
terminology. 


Seminar Speakers 


All staff members delivered introductory 
talks on their fields, and each also gave a 
specialized lecture. In addition, the follow- 
ing invited speakers conducted sessions: 
Jere Bacharach (Neutron Activation 
Analysis of Islamic Coins); Giles F. Carter 
(Methods of Coin Analysis); Fred S. 
Kleiner (The Trajanic Gateway to the 
Sanctuary of Jupiter Optimus Maximus); 
Brooks Emmons Levy (Shekels of Tyre); 
Eric P. Newman (The Currency of Early 
America); Pere Pau Ripolles Alegre (The 
Municipal and Colonial Coinages of 
Spain); Stephen K. Scher (The 
Renaissance Portrait Medal); James J. 
Todesca (Problems of Medieval Castilian 
Coinage); Hyla A. Troxell (How We 
Know What We Know about the Coinage 
of Alexander the Great). 

A highlight of the Seminar was a tour 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of New York. 
Students were escorted to the gold vaults, 
where 83 nations still store bullion, and 
heard a brief talk on the history of bank- 
ing and the Federal Reserve from Mr. 
Adam Gonnelli, Public Information 
Officer.

STAHL AT CRUSADER 
CONGRESS 


From July 14 through 17, the Society for 
the Study of the Crusades and the Latin 
East held its third international congress 
at Syracuse University. This was the first 
time the Society had met in the United 
States. For this occasion, Alan Stahl, ANS 
Curator of Medieval Coins, assembled an 
exhibition of 84 coins from the Society’s 
collection, drawn from the Islamic and 
Byzantine, as well as the Medieval Euro- 
pean departments. Stahl also chaired a ses- 
sion on ‘“The Arts and the Crusades.’ The 
coin exhibit, open to the public as well as 
congress participants, was on display in the 
lobby of the Syracuse Sheraton Hotel, the 
congress headquarters. 

Entitled ‘‘Crusader Coinage, the 
Meeting of Three Worlds,’’ the exhibit 
sought to illustrate how the coinage minted 
in the crusader states combined three 
prevailing coinage traditions and in turn 
influenced each of them. In the first display 
case, which illustrated the earlier coinages, 
were examples of Byzantine gold, billon 
and bronze coinages and Islamic dinars 
and dirhams, as well as an assortment of 
European pennies found in the Levant. 
The case of crusader coinage itself includ- 
ed copper issues of Antioch and Edessa in 
the Byzantine tradition, deniers and obols 
of European aspect, and the crusader gold 
besants and dirhams which imitated 
Islamic issues. The section on the influence 
of crusader coinage illustrated the in- 
troduction of European-style coinage into 
the formerly Byzantine lands of Greece and 
Cyprus as well as into the Byzantine 
coinage itself, the Islamic issues influenced 
by contact with the other coinage tradi- 
tions, and European coinages after the 
crusades, such as the gros tournois and the 
augustalis, whose origin owed much to the 
experience of the crusades. 

This exhibit was an attempt to bring a 
selection of the Society’s holdings to a 
limited but receptive audience outside of 
our New York headquarters. To judge 
from the enthusiastic response of congress 
participants, it is an approach that merits 
continued application.

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Eric P. Newman Awarded Most Prestigious 
Medal of The Royal Numismatic Society 





Eric P. Newman, Recipient of the RNS Medal 


Eric P. Newman of St. Louis, Missouri, 
one of our country’s most eminent 
numismatists, has received the Medal of 
Britain’s venerable and scholarly Royal 
Numismatic Society. The annual award 
was made in London on June 18 by the 
President of the Society, Professor T.V. 
Buttrey, who is Keeper of Coins and 
Medals at the Fitzwilliam Museum, Cam- 
bridge, England. 

The Medal was accepted on behalf of 
Mr. Newman by his granddaughter, 
Abigail Rose Solomon, who is spending 
the year in England, on the junior year 
abroad program of Williams College. 

Since 1883, The Royal Numismatic 
Society has awarded its Annual Medal to 
an individual who is ‘‘highly distinguish- 
ed for services to Numismatic Science.”’ 
The list of recipients includes the most 
highly respected international numismatic 
scholars. Newman is the first Medaliist to 
be honored particularly for work in the 
field of American numismatics. 

In his citation of 
achievements, Buttrey acknowledged 
Newman’s “‘large impact on the 
discipline,’’ with over 60 published con- 
tributions to numismatic scholarship, 
spanning more than 40 years. Beginning 
with a study of the 1787 Fugio Cents, 
Newman has, according to Buttrey, con- 
tinued “‘with what seems to be ever in- 
creasing vigour to this day with studies in 
American colonial and early Federal coins, 
tokens and paper currency. Just last year 
there appeared the third, much enlarged 
edition of his authoritative The Early Paper 
Money of America.”’ 


Newman’s 


Buttrey cited two characteristics of 
Newman’s publications: his ‘‘ability to 
provide new answers to old and seeming- 
ly intractable problems;’’ and his “‘locus 
of publication,”’ i.e. their appearance in 
journals widely available to collectors as 
well as scholars, which has ‘‘thereby 
immensely enlarged numismatic under- 
standing among collectors.”’ 

In addition, Newman was cited for his 
contributions to the scholarly training of 
young numismatists through The Eric P. 
Newman Education Fund, which supports 
the annual Graduate Seminar of the 
American Numismatic Society. In 1958, 
he established the Eric P. Newman 
Numismatic Education Society to assist 
others in their research. This education 
society operates a numismatic museum 
and library, open to the public, in St. 
Louis. 


Newman’s Response 


In his response, Newman expressed his 
deep respect for The Royal Numismatic 
Society and appeciation for this honor ac- 
corded him. He recalled that when he was 
a boy, the well known dealer, Burdette G. 
Johnson, had refused to sell him a coin un-

til he knew its historical significance. That 
got him started and now he delights in try- 
ing to sleuth out answers to the numismatic 
puzzles he encounters. 

Eric P. Newman is one of a few 
Americans to Royal 
Numismatic Society’s Medal. Over the 
years, the other Americans have been E. 
T. Newell, Agnes Baldwin Brett, Sydney 
Noe, Alfred Bellinger, George Miles, 
Margaret Thompson, and T.V. Buttrey, 
all of whom were associated with the 
American Numismatic Society as staff 
members or Councillors. Newman has 
been a member of the ANS since 1945, a 
Fellow since 1950 and has served on its 
Council since 1965.

EVANS TO DELIVER 
BULLOWA LECTURE 


Coinage as a propaganda medium in the 
Roman period is the theme of the 1991 
David M. Bullowa Memorial Lecture at 
the ANS. The meeting, scheduled for 3:00 
PM on Saturday, September 28, will 
feature an address by Jane DeRose Evans 
on the subject, ‘‘The Art of Persuasion: 
Roman Familial Propaganda and Coins.”’ 

Evans, currently Assistant Professor of 
Art History at Temple University in 
Philadelphia, attended the Society’s 1983 
Graduate Seminar and was awarded the 
ANS dissertation fellowship for the 
academic year 1984/85. She is the author 
of From Aeneas to Brutus: Political Propagan- 
da in the Roman World, scheduled for 
publication in Spring 1992 by the Univer- 
sity of Michigan Press.

Library Notes 


Among the gift publications recently ac- 
cessioned by the Library are Duocletianus; 
Der romische Kaiser aus Dalmatien, by Ivo 
Lukanc. The author presents an inventory 
of the gold coins of Diocletian found in 
some 74 museum collections, listing 528 
coins, each of which is described and 
photographed and 44 of which are from the 
ANS collection. The volume represents an 
important supplement to the entries for 
Diocletion in volumes V/2 and VI of 
Roman Imperial Coinage. 

Three finely produced volumes, which 
provide a panorama of coinage in France 
from antiquity to the end of the eighteenth 
century have been received from the 
Médaillier de la Banque de France. These 
are Des monnaies gauloises aux premieres émis- 
stons capétiennes, by S. Peyret, Monnaies 
royales de Saint-Louis a Henn IV, 1226-1610, 
by Chantal Beaussant, and the same 
author’s Monnaies royales de Lous XIII a 
Louis XVI, 1610-1793. 

George Mallis has produced a second 
volume of Proposed Standard Designation for 
Coin Weights, in which he treats the coin 
weights for the silver coinage of England, 
Scotland, Ireland and Great Britain. A 
much enlarged third edition of Al C. Over- 
ton’s Early Half Dollar Die Varieties: 
1794-1836, edited by Don Parsley, is now 
on our shelves. Parsley’s new discoveries, 
expanded research, and photographic 
enhancements have more than doubled the 
size of the volume from that of previous 
editions. 

Price guides to various national coins 
and banknotes have come from various 
sources. In Para-91, Guvendik Fisekcioglu 
catalogues the coins and notes of Ottoman 
and Republican Turkey. The Coin & Cur- 
rency Institute has sent the latest edition 
of Johan Mevius’s De Nederlandse Munten 
van 1806 tot Heden and Battenberg Verlag 
donated two of its recent publications, 
Kleiner deutscher Minzkatalog mit Liechtenstein, 
Osterreich und Schweiz ab 1871, by Gunter 
Sch6n and Paptergeld Spezialkatalog 
Deutschland, by Albert Pick and Jens-Uwe 
Rixen. 

NumisTech, Inc. of Osterville, MA, has 
just published the first edition of Numis Tech 
Price Activity Report on United States Gold 
Coinage, the contents of which are drawn 
from a computer database of prices real- 

ized at auction. Auction results also pro- 
vide the data used in Jerry Kimmell’s 
Pioneer Gold Auction Analysis. A fifth edition 
of Alan Herbert’s Official Price Guide to Mint 
Errors and Varieties has also been received. 

Among the recent acquisitions devoted 
to medals is J.D. Bateson’s Medals of the 
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Renaissance; An Exhibition Mounted in the Coin 
Gallery, Hunterian Museum, University of 
Glasgow (28 July-19 Dec., 1990). Douglas 
S. Russell furnished a copy of his work The 
Orders, Decorations and Medals of Sir Winston 
Churchill, a publication of the International 
Churchill Society of the United States. The 
Museum voor Volkskunde, Ghent, 
Belgium has published Gentse Penningen, 
1780-1980, by R. Van der Walle. 

The Budapest publisher Magyar 
Eremgyutok Egyesulete has provided a 
copy of A Monarchia hadgyakorlati ermei; Die 
Manovermedaillen der Monarchie, 1887-1914, 
by Ferenc Madarasz and Laszlo Bencze. 
A second edition of Richard Planck’s State, 
County, City and Organizational Medals for 
World War I has come from Planchet Press 
and Robert Heath sends the second edi- 
tion of Commemorative Medals of Maine Cities 
& Towns. The medals awarded by the Cor- 
poration of Lloyd’s of London, most of 
which were presented to heroes of the mer- 
chant marine are discussed in Lloyd’s 
Medals 1836-1989; A History of Medals 
Awarded by The Corporation of Lloyd’s, 
authored by Jim Gawler and published by 
Hart Publishing of Toronto. 


Dalton School Group 


At the end of the school year on May 
29th, a class of sixth grade students from 
the prestigious Dalton School in New York 
City visited the ANS. The trip was arrang- 
ed by Mary and Kenneth Edlow, parents 
of one of the students, Brian Edlow. Ken- 
neth Edlow is an active member of the 
Society, recently elected as a Fellow. Mr. 
and Mrs. Edlow thought that a look at the 
numismatics of antiquity would comple- 
ment their son’s curriculum, which 
centered on the classical cultures of Greece 
and Rome.

However, the highlight for them 
all was being able to strike their own ‘‘early 
coins’’ on an anvil, set up specially for their 
hands-on experience. 

One of the students, who is already 
studying Greek, asked what certain of the 
coins would buy in ancient times. Mrs. 
Arnold-Biucchi explained that precious 
metal coins were not used to buy everyday

ANS CONFERENCE ON 
MEXICO IN SAN ANTONIO 


For a number of years members who live 
outside the Northeast have urged the 
Society to hold occasional conferences or 
lectures in their areas. Texas in particular 
has long been home to some of the most 
active members of the ANS, including a 
numismatic study group in San Antonio. 
A leading figure in this study group was 
Bob Medlar, who unfortunately died last 
January. 

In memory of Mr. Medlar, the 
numismatic study group and the ANS are 
cooperating in setting up a conference on 
Mexican Coinage and Finance in San An- 
tonio, January 24-25, 1992. 

The study group has provided much of 
the organization for the San Antonio end 
of the conference: Davis Burnett, Jr. is in 
overall charge of organization, Colonel Bill 
Murray has been working on publicity, 
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ANSNNM 165: EASTERN 
PARTHIAN HOARD 


The most recent ANS publication is A 
Hoard of Coins from Eastern Parthia by 
Heidimarie Koch. Published in conjunc- 
tion with the J. Paul Getty Museum, it 
concerns a hoard at the Getty of 266 cop- 
per coins, 19 of which are from Susa and 
247 of which are from a mint in the eastern 
part of ancient Parthia. Most of the coins 
were struck in the first two centuries A.D.., 
a poorly documented period in eastern 
Parthian history for which the coin record 
is also obscure. This large assemblage of 
coins from a single source provides 
material for further investigation of this 
border area which has been treated by both 
western and eastern ancient historians as 
peripheral. 

A Hoard of Coins from Eastern Parthia has 
been sent to all holders of the Publications 
Subscription. For those not holding the 
Publications Subscription or those wanting 
additional copies, an order form is enclosed 
with this ANSNewsletter. The book is $35.00 
for non-members; $31.50 for members. 
Postage and handling are additional.

The conference will begin with a dinner- 
reception at the St. Anthony Park Lane In- 
ternational on January 24. The conference 
itself will take place on January 25 in the 
Prassel Auditorium of the Witte Museum 
in San Antonio. Speakers confirmed at this 
date include Clyde Hubbard, who will 
discuss ‘‘Unpublished Patterns (Muestras) 
from the Collection of the Casa de Moneda 
de México;”’ Dr. John Kleeberg, Curator 
of Modern Coins at the ANS, who will 
deliver a paper entitled ‘‘International 
Bullion Movements during the Napoleonic 
Wars: the Mexican Silver Scheme of the 
Financier Gabriel-Julien Ouvrard;’’ and 
Dr. Richard G. Doty of the Smithsonian 
Institution who will speak on ‘‘Juaristas, 
Imperialistas and Centavos: Decimaliza- 
tion and Civil War in Mexico, 
1857-1870.” 

The conference will also include an ex- 
hibition of Mexican coins from the collec- 
tion of the Frost Bank of San Antonio and 
other collections, including the only Mex- 
ican coins issued in what is now the United 
States of North America: the jolas issued 
by José Antonio de la Garza in San An- 
tonio in 1818, a singularly appropriate coin 
for the venue of the conference. The jolas 
on display will include the ANS specimen, 
which was part of the Howland Wood col- 
lection purchased in 1918 with funds pro- 
vided by Edward T. Newell.

STAHL ACTIVE AT ANA 
CENTENNIAL CONVENTION 


Alan Stahl’s involvement with the ANA 
Centennial began last year, when he took 
part in the jury which selected the design 
of the centennial medal. In preparation for 
the Convention, he assembled an exhibit 
of thirteen of the Society’s most important 
Indian Peace Medals, including the large 
size 1793 Washington medal and other 
rarities. The exhibit, including an im- 
pressive backdrop with color paintings by 
Charles Bird King depicting Indians wear- 
ing their medals, was constructed by 
Curatorial Assistant Johanna Bergmann 
and makes use of special photographs pro- 
duced by Frank Deak for the occasion. The 
exhibit was featured in the non-competitive 
area, alongside other exhibitions of major 
rarity and importance. 

At the Convention, Stahl gave a talk at 
the Numismatic Theatre entitled ‘“Indian 
Peace Medals, Official and Unofficial.’’ 
He also served as an exhibition judge and 
signed books and articles at the authors’ 
table. Together with Robert Hoge of the 
ANA and Richard Doty of the Smithson- 
ian, Stahl served on the Curators Team in 
the World Series of Numismatics 
competition. 


Donor Offers Clarification 


To the Editor: 


The 1990 Annual Report, page 12, noted 
the donation of a rare consecration sester- 
tus of Titus, known from only three other 
specimens: (a) British Musuem; (b) Paris; 
(c) private American collection. The 
following information supplements and 
clarifies the Annual Report. 


1. The Type. Unusual for a consecration 
issue, the donated specimen shows Titus 
laureate head left with the obverse inscrip- 
tion T DIVO AVG DIV! VESP F VESPA- 
SIANO. The reverse is FELICIT PVBLICA 
with SC. Mattingly in BMCRE 2 cites two 
specimens in his notes, one with a FELICIT 
AVG reverse. Regarding these two coins, 
he raises the question whether they were 
perhaps retooled and possibly altered 
(BMCRE 2, pp. 280 and 358). It is unclear, 
however, whether Mattingly actually ex- 
amined the coins, one of which resided in 
Paris at the time and the other appeared 
in a 1926 auction sale in Rome. 

The existence of this consecration type 
was subsequently confirmed by R.A.G. 
Carson in a 1965 letter, after examining 
specimen (c) above: ‘‘When this coin was 
referred to in our catalogue (Vol. 2, p. 280

note) there was some doubt about the 
authenticity of this piece but the three ex- 
amples which I have now been able to ex- 
amine seem to confirm beyond a doubt 
that this was a genuine issue, though ob- 
viously a rare one.” 

Carson, in the same letter, refers to 
another specimen in a private British col- 
lection which may raise the number of 
known examples to five, including the 
piece donated to the ANS. 

As a consecration type, it is decidedly 
different from such types dedicated to 
emperors deified prior to Titus’s reign 
(Augustus, Claudius and Vespasian) and 
different from consecration types subse- 
quently developed. As Dr. Metcalf has cor- 
rectly observed: ‘‘[this was an era] when 
‘consecration’ coinage had not yet been 
distilled to its ultimate, rather repetitive 
Co} doal yt e 

It is this relative flexibility which makes 
the donated specimen of such scholarly in- 
terest. Examination of the actual coin 
makes it clear that the obverse legend has 
not been altered. Moreover, the form T 
DIVO AVG DIVI VESP F VESPASIANO, 
appears as the reverse legend on a sester- 
tius of Domitian and Divus Titus (BMCRE 
2, 284), a coin which Mattingly never 
doubted. The use of the abbreviated 
praenomen for Titus is entirely consistent 
with the formulations appearing on the 
bulk of his lifetime sestertii, both during 
his reign and as Caesar under Vespasian. 
The more spelling of his 
praenomen is frequent on_ his 
precious metal coinage. The reverse type 
FELICITAS also fits nicely with the early 
sestertii of Domitian as emperor. As Mat- 
tingly observed, the type of Pax with at- 
tributes of Felicitas and Securitas struck

“the key-note of the first years of the 
reign’’ (BMCRE 2, p. 1). 





2. The Donated Specimen Though tool- 
ed and in only good condition, the donated 
specimen is unquestionably genuine. Any 
implications in the Annual Report that it is 
a lifetime issue whose obverse legend has 
been altered to a consecration formulation 
should be dismissed. Comparing the piece 
to the photos of the BM specimen and the 
piece in the private American collection, 
it appears to share the same obverse die 
with them (and perhaps also the piece in 
Paris). It is most appropriate to emphasize 
the light which this rare coin sheds on the 
Flavian use of deified coinage in conjunc- 
tion with lifetime issues to advertise the ac- 
complishments of the Flavians and the 
benefits of their rule.
